Police officer in 
Red Hot rescue 


A police officer who risked his life to evacuate 
Red Hot restaurant in Sixfields when it was on 
fire last year has been honoured in Northam¬ 
ptonshire Police’s annual awards ceremony. 

Constable Rob Welsford was awarded the 
Boatman Shield on Monday during the two- 
day ceremony at Wootton Hall ‘in recognition 
of his bravery in dealing with an extremely 
dangerous incident and his exceptional com¬ 
mitment to duty and the safety of the public’. 

PC Welsford was off-duty on December 18, 
2013, when he found the nearby Red Hot res¬ 
taurant engulfed in flames. 

Putting his own safety aside, Rob ran into 
the burning building and shouted at everyone 
to get out. 

He said: “I didn’t give it a second thought, 
anyone I know would have done the same.” 

The ceremony saw 24 officers and 15 police 
staff honoured for long service and 59 offic¬ 
ers and staff for outstanding work.

A ‘devastated’ Northampton couple 
were due to be extradited to the USA 
today to face fraud charges. 

Paul and Sandra Dunham, who have 
five grandchildren, are accused of 
claiming more than $1 million in 
fraudulent expenses while working at a 
US firm. 

They were telephoned by the extradi¬ 
tion unit at Scotland Yard on Monday 
and given less than 72 hours’ notice to 
report to Belgravia police station. 

The married couple in their 50s will 
be taken to Heathrow airport and 
flown to the US where they will face 
the possibility of months behind bars 
in Maryland separated from each other 


waiting for trial. If found guilty, Mr 
Dunham could be jailed for 390 years 
and Mrs Dunham up to 240 years. 

Mr Dunham said: “We are sitting here 
both feeling totally shattered and in 
complete disbelief that this can be 
happening. 

“It is absolutely inhumane. It’s just 
incredible that we are going to be treat¬ 
ed this way” 

The 58-year-old was chief executive 
and president of PACE, a US company 
manufacturing soldering irons for the 
electronics industry. 

He had been called in from the com¬ 
pany’s UK arm to run the American 
end after PACE founder William Segel 
fell out with his son Eric and took him 
out of the business. 


After a reconciliation between Eric 
and his father he returned to the com¬ 
pany and the Dunhams left. 

William has since died and Eric is 
now pursuing the Dunhams over 
alleged improperly claimed 
expenses arising from the 
Dunhams’ relocation from the 
UK to Maryland to run PACE in 
the US. 

The Dunhams vehemently 
reject all the allegations. 

Paul was indicted on 13 counts 
of fraud and money-laundering 
by a grand jury in Maryland in 
December 2011. Mrs Dunham, 

58, is accused of aiding and abet¬ 
ting him.

Why does America 
have virtual power 
of arrest in the UK? 



By the time you read this the Collingtree 
grandparents Paul and Sandra Dunham 
will be in an American detention facility 
because of a contentious accusation of 
fiddled expenses. 

They have brought themselves to their 
knees fighting the extradition through 
every British court they could. 

They are there because of an Anglo- 
American agreement that says if a UK 
citizen gets accused of something in a 
United States’ court we will just hand 
them over. 

The validity of the charges has not 
been tested in any way here. 

Neither the Home Secretary Theresa 
May nor the Prime Minister David 
Cameron have done anything except 
protest they are powerless to intervene 
because due legal process must take 
place. 

It may well be the case that people 
within the machinery of politics can 
justify this situation to themselves but 
to my mind the British government has 
never looked so feeble and incapable of 
protecting its own citizens.

The pink velvet settee, 
which will go on sale at 
JP Humbert in Towcester 
on May 22, has a ‘come 
and get me’ estimated 
price tag of £2,000- 
£3,000. 

Auctioneer Jonathan 
Humbert believes it will 
go for even more and has 
already had a lot of inter¬ 
est from America. 

The sofa was owned by 
Lady Thelma Furness, 
who in 1931 was the girl¬ 
friend of Edward, Prince 
ofWales. 

She introduced the 
prince, who became 
Edward VIII, to Wallis 
and the three often 
talked together on the 
sofa. 

After hearing Edward 
wanted to marry Mrs 
Simpson, Lady Furness 
cut up the settee in 



revenge and turned it 
from a three to two 
seater. 

Once king, Edward 
would later abdicate in 
1936 to allow him to 
marry Mrs Simpson. 

Mr Humbert said: “It is 
a very important sofa 
and there is provenance 
to go with it. 

“We recently had a set- 


which 
was reput¬ 
ed to have bel¬ 
onged to Winston 
Churchill and this sold 
for £9,500. 

“This is part of royal 
history and we have had 
a lot of interest from the 
USA. 

“It’s for sale on May 22.”

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Rick Astley is back and happier than ever 


Reporter NICHOLAS BIEBER talks to 
80s icon Rick Astley about his career 
ahead of his appearance at Alive at 
Delapre in Northampton on July 19

Rick Astley will forever be associat¬ 
ed with the hit ‘Never Gonna Give 
You Up’. 

Its popularity is so strong that he 
realises if he didn’t perform the 
song at Alive at Delapre in 
Northampton he’d probably be 
‘lynched’. 

This was the track that sent Rick 
flying high at the top of the charts 
across the globe in the 80s, an era 
which he will be celebrating when 
he showcases his greatest hits in 
front of a crowd of thousands at the 
Here and Now concert this summer. 

The eagerly anticipated open-air 
gig on fuly 19 will see him take to 
the stage in a star line up which 
includes Bananarama, Paul Young, 
Boney M, T’Pau and The Real Thing. 

Rick can’t wait to get behind the 
microphone in town as he enjoys 
the second half of his memorable 
career. 

He said: “I’m really looking 
forward to it. I enjoy what I do now 
probably more than I did in the 80s 
really because it’s a lot more chilled 


out and a lot more relaxed. I can’t 
say I know much about 
Northampton but to be honest, 
that’s one of the crazy things about 
doing what I do. I’ve just been to 
South America, Brazil, Chile, 
Argentina and Kuala Lumpur. I treat 
it like little holidays, I’ll go on the 
beach or go to a nice restaurant and 
it’s great. 

“So whether it’s the Copacabana 
beach or Northampton, I’ll still 
enjoy the gig!” 

When Rick released ‘Never Gonna 
Give You Up’ in 1987, no one could 
have predicted what the future had 
in store for this pop star. 

In just weeks, Rick went on to take 
the world by storm as it became a 
number one hit, topping the charts 
in 24 other countries. 

It’s so popular even today that it is 
no surprise he will be singing it on 
the Delapre stage. 

“If we don’t sing it then I’m going 
to get totally lynched by the fans! 

“But that’s totally fair and under¬ 
stood by me and my band. 

“I’m exactly the same, if I go and 
see a band that’s been around for a 
long time, I want to hear some of 
the songs that made them famous 
in the first place. I think it would be 
crazy if people didn’t do that.” 

After becoming a household name 
with the song, Rick decided at the 
height of his career in the 1990s to 
retire because the busy celebrity 
lifestyle was too much for him. 

“I just had enough of it ah,” Rick 
said. 

“From the word go it was too much 


for me, but when you’re 21 and you 
don’t know any better you just get 
on with it. 

“But there were moments, like 
when I became a father and was 
missing my family whilst being on 
the other side of the world. It 
sounds very glamorous and is very 
glamorous - but I was a dad and I 
thought ‘you know what, I’ve made 
some money, got a beautiful house, 
got a beautiful wife and family and 
the rest of it, I want to be at home 
for a while’. 

“So I decided ‘you know what, I 
just don’t have the appetite any¬ 
more’, and retired.” 

But after a long break, Rick now 


says he feels better than ever. 

“Now I love it a lot more than I 
used to, I’m really enjoying it,” he 
said.

School issues 
stranger alert

Alarm bells rang at a 
Northampton primary 
school last Thursday 
when a stranger tried to 
collect a child from the 
premises. 

Arbours Primary 
Academy followed ‘stran¬ 
ger danger’ procedures 
to the letter when a 
woman asked to pick up 
a child whom the family 
later revealed they do not 
know. 

In a strongly worded 
letter to parents sent out 
by the school’s head¬ 
teacher Miss Kat 
Johnston, she said: “At 
the end of the school day, 
a stranger came to col¬ 


lect one of our children. 
She asked for this child 
byname. 

“As she was not known 
to us and we had not had 
any confirmation from 
the family, we obviously 
did not allow this to hap¬ 
pen. 

“She then left the prem¬ 
ises quietly with no fuss. 

“This is of normal pro¬ 
cedure and it was fol¬ 
lowed rigidly by our staff. 

“We have been in touch 
with the family and they 
do not know who this 
person is. 

“I do not wish to appear 
alarmist but I am writing 
to you to ensure you are 
all being extra vigilant 
with your children at 
home time. For some of 


you this will be walking 
to school in the morning 
as well. 

“I know sometimes par¬ 
ents can run late and 
other arrangements have 
to be put in place with 
short notice. 

“We do ask that you let 
us know this as soon as 
you know so that we can 
let the class teacher know 
who is expected to col¬ 
lect their child that day. 

“Those of you who have 
children that walk home 
from school, can I ask 
that you go over stranger 
danger with them and 
reassure them of the cor¬ 
rect way to walk home 
etc. 

“If you have any con¬ 
cerns, please contact me.”

Tracy’s death is 
still a mystery

A resumed inquest into the death of Tracy 
Hilary Edghill heard it was his brother, 
Undra, who found the former kickboxing 
world champion’s lifeless body. 

At Kettering Magistrates Court last Thursday, 
the court heard how Tracy Edghill was discov¬ 
ered hanging at his home in Wellingborough. 

The 53-year-old was found in his bedroom 
with photographs of all his seven children 
across the bed. 

County coroner, Mrs Anne Pember read the 
evidence given by Tracy’s GP Dr Loughton 
from the Redwell Medical Centre in 
Wellingborough. 

In his statement Dr Loughton said he had 
seen Mr Edghill when he complained of 
abdominal pain which he had suffered on and 
off for a number of years. 

He said Mr Edghill was worrying about hav¬ 
ing cancer and had lost a stone in weight. 

The abdominal pain did not seem too severe 
and Dr Loughton felt it was relating to his 
spine. 



The evidence from Tracy’s father, Hilary 
Edghill was read out by the coroner. 

It said: “He became a World Champion kick- 
boxer and a personal trainer. 

“Nobody can understand why Tracy took his 
life.” 

Summing up the coroner, Anne Pember said: 
“He was a very independent athletic man who 
was proud of his fitness. 

“I believe at a time when he was feeling low 
and depressed, he no longer wished to live and 
he killed himself.”

Towcester Station is

As the crow flies, 58-year- 
old John Norton lives about 
V 2 mile from where 
Towcester railway station 
was once sited. Now Tescos 
and Homebase stand proud 
on the old station grounds. 

Where once the sound of 
trains shunting in and out of 
sidings was heard now there 
is the hustle and bustle of 
the locals shopping. 

What’s this got to do with 
John Norton a European 
salesman? For years he has 
made models of railways but 
when he moved to Towcester 
17 years ago the remains of a 
couple of broken down plat¬ 
forms from the Towcester 
station was all that 
remained. 

For John and his model 
railway enthusiast friend, 
George Woodcock from 
Northampton, this gave 
them a challenge that John 
had been waiting for. 

John said: “We walked 
from where the old Lucas 
bridge used to be in 
Towcester, along what is left 
of the old railway line. It 
took us all the way to the vil¬ 
lage of Helmdon (about 6 
miles) and along the way we 
could still see remnants of 
the old SMI railway 



(Stratford Upon Avon & 
Midland Junction railway). 
There are, dotted along the 
now overgrown track, plate 
layers huts and now and 
again there are still embed¬ 
ded concrete mile stone 
markers. 

“It took us hours of 
research to find out what the 
original layout of tracks, 
platforms, bridges and sta¬ 
tion looked like. We contact¬ 
ed the SMI society, 
Towcester and district local 
history society, 

Northampton County coun¬ 
cil, the local records office, 
but where we got loads of 
photographs of the area was 
from the web site Flickr 


when Nick Evans who is the 
manager of the “Model 
shop” in the Wellingborough 
road Northampton (where 
we get nearly all of our kit) 
put us in contact with his 
brother who has loads of 
photos of Towcester and 
other railway station on his 
Flickr site. 

“One thing we had a prob¬ 
lem with was, what colour 
was the bridge that went 
over Watling street to the 
west of the station, as all the 
photos we had obtained 
were in black and white! So 
we contacted “Lucas” as the 
bridge over the years had 
become known locally as 
the “Lucas Bridge” (Hence

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Northamptonshire Police 
have launched a six month 
pilot scheme costing £25,000 
where they will use alcohol 
detection tags as an alterna¬ 
tive to sending people to 
prison. 

The sobriety ‘bracelets’, 
which weigh 5.8 ounces and 
are impossible to remove, 
will cost £5.50 per day. 

The county force, along 
with police in London, are 
using the tags as a criminal 
justice intervention which 
means it is an alternative to 
people being sent to prison. 

The devices will be used for 
common assault - sections 4 
and 5 Public Order Act; 
obstructing a police officer; 
drunk and disorderly behav¬ 
iour and criminal damage. 

A person who accepts a 
formal police caution can 
agree as a condition, to stay 
sober and wear the tag for a 
period of time, up to a maxi¬ 
mum of 120 days.

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Final day collapse 
sees Northants 
slip to innings 
defeat at Notts 




LOSING CAUSE: A Notts wicket falls 

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE have suffered 
another heavy defeat in Division One of 
the LV= County Championship after 
going down by an innings and ten runs 
at Nottinghamshire. 

David Ripley’s promoted side are find¬ 
ing life at the top level tough with their 
record now reading one draw and three 
defeats, and they were beaten at Trent 
Bridge despite only three days of play 
being possible. 

The first day on Sunday was washed out 
completely by rain which meant a draw 
was the most likely result - but a disas¬ 
trous outing on the final day yesterday 
condemned Northants to the loss. 

It was their second reverse by an 
innings margin after defeat to Yorkshire 
last month and means that the season 
opening draw against defending cham¬ 
pions Durham - secured only because of 
a superb last wicket stand - remains as 
the only time Northants haven’t been 
beaten so far during 2014. 

Opener Stephen Peters top scored with 
88 as Northants batted first and were 
bowled out for 248 - Australian test 
bowler Peter Siddle taking 4-75. 

Notts ended day three on 259-5 to set 
up the likely draw but they improved 
that to 409-8 declared yesterday as Riki 
Wessels blasted 158. 

Ripley’s men collapsed to just 151 all 
out in reply, Siddle again taking four 
wickets and Ajmal Shahzad also doing 
damage with the ball. 

Away from the pitch, the county have 
announced the signing of two New 
Zealand international bowlers for the 
remainder of the summer. 

Ian Butler joins the club with immedi¬ 
ate effect and will be available in both 
forms of the game until late July. 

Meanwhile, Neil Wagner will join the 
club for the final five LV= County 
Championship matches of the season. 

Both players currently play for Cricket 
Otago in New Zealand. 

Northants will next be in County 
Championship action from Sunday, at 
home to Middlesex. 

Before that is the start of their Natwest 
T20 Blast defence, which begins against 
Yorkshire at Headingley on Friday even¬ 
ing. 


Wasps massacre has little 
baring on play-off chances

Northampton will square off with 
Leicester in another titanic clash 
tomorrow after a record breaking 
victory, but will not allow them¬ 
selves to get carried away by the 
mauling of Wasps.

Wasps were also resting players 
ahead of their European 
Champions Cup play-off with 
French outfit Stade Francais so 
arguably little can be taken from 
Saturday’s result, despite it being 
Saints’ biggest ever victory in 
Premiership rugby and the 
London club’s largest defeat. 

A Twickenham final is the prize 
for tomorrow’s winners and Saints 
will be hoping to step it up against 
a major opponent as they look to 
finally win the competition. 

They needed just a point against 
Wasps to secure a second placed 
finish overall and a home semi¬ 
final, and familiar comforts could 
prove to be vital as Northampton 
look to book a spot in their third 
final of the year, following an 
appearance in the LV= Cup show¬ 
piece and the upcoming Amlin 
Challenge Cup final in Cardiff.

“We’ve got to look at the threats 
of Leicester and they’ve got plen¬ 
ty,” said director of rugby 
Mallinder.

Wayne Barnes. Saints then 
slipped to a 37-17 defeat 
with a player less. 

Hartley also missed out 
on the successful British & 
Irish Lions tour to 
Australia thanks to the 
dismissal, but says that he 
is not eying the final just 
so he can right the wrongs 
of last season. 

“I have not been looking 
back to last year but look¬ 
ing forward,” he told the 
media. 

“I want to lift the trophy 
for the club, not because of 
what happened last season 
but because of what we 
have done this campaign.

Chris Wilder expects his Cobblers 
side to kick on next season after 
claiming they have only shown 
flashes of what they are capable of 
so far. 

After masterminding the club’s 
great escape from non-league foot¬ 
ball following his arrival at Sixfields 
in January, the Northampton boss 
can now look forward to starting 
afresh in his first full season in 
charge with every team starting 
with a clean slate.

“We feel like we are a good club 
going forward, I’m ambitious and I 
want to win things and so does the 
chairman and the board. 


“We want to do our business well 
in the summer, hopefully we will 
have a good pre-season with a lot of 
time on the training pitch and we 
can then hit the ground running 
coming into the new season. 

“I think it will be a competitive 
tight league yet again next season 
and having Luton back in the league 
obviously adds an attractive fixture 
for us. I like the look of Portsmouth 
and Bury who had a fantastic end to

Comment: How Cobblers can avoid basement battles

So, the great escape was completed with the 
win over Oxford. You can add it to the great 
escape of 2012 where Aidy Boothroyd mopped 
up the mess left by Gary Johnson or the great 
escape of 2011 where Gary Johnson replaced 
Ian Sampson. 

Then you have the original great escape of 
1993 where a last-gasp win at Shrewsbury kept 
the Cobblers up and the not so great escape a 
year later thanks to a substandard 
Kidderminster Harriers ground. 

Local journalists may as well have “This must 
never happen again” on copy and paste. 

There is some merit to David Cardoza’s “right 
managers, wrong time” argument and he is of 
course fighting against ingrained mediocrity 
that has dogged the Cobblers for the greater 
part of its one hundred and seventeen year 
existence. 

But, if the Cobblers are to grasp their 
“Swansea City moment” there needs to be a 
frank discussion regarding the wider issues 
hindering the club’s progress. 

A look up the road to Staffordshire and Burton 
Albion, a fellow League Two club built almost 
entirely on progressive planning and good 


practice, flags up inefficiencies in the Cobblers, 
both on and off the pitch. 

The Brewers operate a steady transfer policy 
and their training facilities at St George’s Park 
are top notch. Albion chairman Ben Robinson 
has a vision for the club which resonates 
through every decision made. 

Robinson puts great impetus on community 
engagement and the Brewers’ Community 
Trust has over twenty full-time staff, engaging 
with over six thousand people a week. 

The club has no debt; one of the lowest wage 
budgets; makes a small profit each year and is 
currently tackling the play-offs on the back of 
average gates of 2700. 

While the Cobblers may have aspirations of 
Championship football, it may be worth set¬ 
ting their sights lower and learning from for¬ 
ward thinking clubs such as Burton Albion to 
build foundations for a crack at higher leagues. 
Improvements in the following areas might pay 
dividends in the long term: 

1. Transfer policy. Team building has been 
feast or famine during Cardoza’s tenure, the 
odd year of high ambition followed by budget 
cuts and resultant struggles. 

Turnover of players, particularly during Gary 
Johnson’s reign and Aidy Boothroyd’s final sea¬ 
son, was excessive whilst an over-reliance on 
free transfers and loans has thwarted continu¬ 
ity. David Cardoza must be more hands-on 
with transfers, building a bank of trusted club 
men to warn against obvious dud deals. 

The release of Billy McKay and his replace¬ 
ment with Bas Savage by Johnson should have 
sent alarm bells ringing, so too the signing of 
obvious no-hopers such as Lumbardh Salihou 
and Marin Pozgain amongst others. 

Modest cash purchases for progressive play¬ 


ers should be looked into at an early stage in a 
promising player’s career. The Cobblers have 
failed to unearth any non-league diamonds 
since the days of Graham Carr. 

2. Business vision. For every Swansea City 
there are the likes of Huw Jenkins with a clear 
idea of where the club is heading and a brand 
image. 

In League Two, the likes of Andy Pilley at 
Fleetwood and Ben Robinson at Burton offer 
dynamic leadership which drives their clubs 
forward. Cardoza is known as an old school 
“hands off” chairman which has its merits but 
it may well be that he should appoint a busi¬ 
ness C.E.O charged with maximising turnover, 
with modern football business practice, and 
engaging with fans and the local community. 

3. Community and fan engagement. Football 
clubs are increasingly seen as a mini-commu¬ 
nity with great effort being put into offering 
fans what they want out of their match-day 
experience and engaging with the support base 
as part of a 365 day a year business. Burton 
Albion, as mentioned have a Community Trust 
with twenty full-time employees. 

The Trust operates a myriad of local schemes 
with the players coaching at schools each week 
and the chairman making a conscious effort to 
interact, recently reading to local school chil¬ 
dren. In contrast, there has been an aloofness 
from the Cardoza’s regime with fans feeling 
like they are the last to be consulted. 

It should never come to outside organisations 
having to fill the need for merchandise for 
instance (the Ivan Toney T-shirts) as the club 
should foresee any demand. 

The Oxford match showed the potential of the 
wider Cobblers’ family and the club need to let 
them in. Northampton Town will never opti¬ 


mise turnover without an express interest in 
what the fans want. 

4. A Stronger Trust. With the Premier 
League’s Peter Scudamore expressing a belief 
that the 20% Supporters Trust ownership, as at 
Swansea City, is the ideal model, NTFC 
Supporters Ltd cannot continue to be a benign 
off-shoot of the club. 

It is healthy for a Trust to have input into the 
decisions of the board and given that the 
Cobblers instituted the first ever Supporters 
Trust they have a responsibility to do so. 

Priority must be given to increasing fan own¬ 
ership in the Cobblers. 

5. Training facilities. Having seen the 
Cobblers train in Abington Park during tough 
times, some fans scoff at the importance of a 
decent training base. 

However, it is widely accepted that good facil¬ 
ities create a base for ambitious players whilst 
also improving injury prevention and advanc¬ 
es in sports science. 

Fan-owned Portsmouth secured a new train¬ 
ing facility as soon as they were able while 
Fleetwood are due to move into a sixteen-pitch 
centre in the near future. Efforts must continue 
to secure a fit-for-purpose training venue for 
the Cobblers. 

It is the attention to detail and concern with 
getting the small things right which amalgam¬ 
ate into wider success in any decent side.
